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* Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new language is a new limitation never before presented which requires further consideration and does 
not further the prosecution. The intent and meaning of the height of the projections decreasing toward a center portion is already claimed 
and understood. It is not clear how this language helps define over the prior art since VanSant teaches the decreasing height toward the 
center forming a concave arrangement in column 2, lines 25-29. Aichinger already teaches a concave arrangement of projections using 
the curved base surface. VanSant merely teaches an equivalent alternative way of doing the same thing. It does not involve an inventive 
step to replace the curved base surface of Aichinger with a curved projection surface of VanSant. There is no improvement over the prior 
art. 
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
